In Paris, M. T a l l is v , aged 94 ye^rt,

He was one of tbe 
denouncer* of the bloody Robe*pierro, 
and figured *ome time in the effairs of 
France ^ but he sunk into obscurity, and 
died in a ttate uf penury. At the com­ 
mencement of the French Revolution, 
ho was en actor of some omioeoce et 
Bordeaus, and married one of tho most 
elegant end accomplished women in 
France.
